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PNC meeting opens in Syria 


DAMASCUS, Jan. 15 (Ag- 
encies) — More than 200 repre- 
sentatives of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organization opened 
a long-delayed parliamentary 
session here Monday that will 
try to achieve a unified stand 
on how to confront a separate 
peace between Egypt and -Is- 
rael, 

Syrian President Hafez As- 
sad welcomed delegates to the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC), the PLO’s parliament- 
in-exile, with a pledge of Syr- 
ia’s continued support of the 
resistence movement and a 
warning against being misled by 
the current Egyptian- Israeli 
stalemate over the Palestinian 
issue. 

“The head of tbe Egyptian 
regime is trying to fool Arab 
public opinion into thinking 


that the delay in signing (a 
treaty) is caused by the link- 
age of a separate peace to the 
self-rule project,” said Assad, 
who was heartly applauded by 
the PLO audience gathered in 
the trade union headquartos 
here. >v . ; . ^ 

The Syrian leader : s£id ’ to* 
self-rule plan for Hie occupied 
territories is “a purely Zio- 
nist project aimed at realizing 
Zionist dreams.” 

The council meeting is expec- 
ted to see sharp differences 
between PLO- moderates and 
radicals on how to react if a 
treaty is signed and self-rule 
elections are called ra the oc- 
cupied areas. Tbe more radical 
commando leaders suspect PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat wants 
his supporters to take part in

The 293-man PNC, the high- 
est policy making body, in the 
movement, has traditionally met 
once a year hi Cairo. It did 
not meet last year, ostensibly 
because of the crisis caused by 
the Israeli invasion of South 
Lebanon in March. 

This session, expected to last 
about a week, has been billed 
as a unity conference but ob- 
servers expected a moderate- 
radical power struggle for toe 
top posts. 

Arafat, who has chaired the 
PLO for 10 years, is expected 
to retain leadership and gam 
more seals on the ruling execu- 
tive committee for Ins Fateh 
group. But a “rejectionist” 
bloc, headed by Dr. George 
Habash’s Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine, is 
ateo expected to retake seals it 
gave 19 more than four years 
ago.

Bakhtiar is hoping to wm 
over opponents of tbe ■Shah by 
liberal reforms and by convi- 
cing them the Shah win m fu- 
ture reign as a constitutional 
monarch, and not run the 
country single-handed as he 
has done for most of his 37 
years on the throne.

U.K. strikes deepen 
as Commons meets 


LONDON, Jan. 15 (Agen- 
cies) — Parliament Monday 
reconvened in an atmosphere 
of crisis with no end in sight 
to a truck drivers’ strike and 
raft services on toe verge of 
complete shutdown. 

The truckers’ action imposed 
mounting industrial disruption. 
With supply of goods in dis- 
array, 175,000 workers have 
hem hid off and industrialists 
say a m&ion more could be 
sent home this week. 

Scxne supermarkets began 
rationing staples such as sugar 
and butter. Smaller groceries 
said thdr shelves may soon be 
empty. 

Barring a last-minute break- 
through in pay talks, train dri- 
vers were set to begin a one- 
day strike at midmgfaft with tbe 
threat of a further stoppage on 
Thursday. 

Home Secretary Merfyn Rees 
told a packed House of Com- 
mons that if necessary toe' 
government would call in toe 
armed forces and declare a 
state of emergency to maintain 
the flow of essential services. 

He said toe movement of 
some w'taJ supplies had been 
hindered by strikers who had 
defied their union by picketing 
firms not directly involved in 
toe pay dispute. 

This so-cafled “secondary 
picketing” was described as an 
extremely dangerous develop- 
ment by Shadow Minister WM- 
ttara Whatoiaw. Another Con- 
servative spoke of “anarchy on 
toe picket lines.” 

The real test for toe govem- 
. ment, already in a minority, 
wHi come in an emergency de- 
bate Tuesday. 

Opposition leader Margaret 
Thatcher was preparing an all- 
out attack on pay policy in tfae 
hope of forcing the prime 
aster into an early general elec- 
tion. 

There was no sign Monday 
of the trade unions p tiling 
back from a confrontation. 
Moss Evans, leader of the 
gjaett Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, (TGWU), 
made clear he was not ready 
to cooperate to hold down 
wages. 

“You cannot keep preaching 
restraint, restraint, restraint... 

He told a television inter- 
viewer. 

' Evans described recent wage 
settlements, running at about 
15 per 0 eat, as moderate. Tbe

Most of toe 
lorry drivers on strike are 
TGWU members pushing for 
22 per cent increases. They 
have already rejected a 15 per 
cent offer and there were no 
plaos for fresh talks with 
management. 

The strike was also reported 
to be costing Britain J million 
pounds (52 million) a day in 
export earnings. 

Although union chiefs agreed 
to let animal fodder and other 
essential supplies through toe 
picket lines, there were nume- 
rous reports of such goods be- 
ing held up. 

Central to the controversy 
is whether unions should be 
able to picket and shut down 
concerns that are not directly 
involved in disputes. 

A quarter of Britain’s 
400,000 truck drivers are ac- 
tuary striking, for 22 per cent 
pay increase to 65 pounds 
(Si 30) a week, shorter hours 
and improved benefits. 

Bui toe effect of that has 
•been magnified by “flyrng pic- 
kets,” moving from poim. to 
point and preventing goods 
moving. 

The Confederation of Bri- 
tish Industry says unions are 
made virtually untouchable by 
a 1976 law which removes 
companies’ right to sue indi~ 
vidua! pickets for damages for 
loss of business.

TEL AVlV, Jan. 15 r Agen- 
cies) — Israel cannot accept 
Egypt’s latest proposals for a 
Mideast peace treaty because 
tiiey present “a threat” to the 
future of toe Jewish stale. Pri- 
me Minister Menahem Begin 
said Monday. 

In a meeting with Canadian 
opposition leader Joe Clark in 
Jerusalem. Begin said, “Israel 
cannot: accept toe latest Egyp- 
tian proposals for a funda- 
mental reason: Concern over 
toe future of the state of Israel 
and the Israeli people.” 

Begins remarks were releas- 
ed by the government press of- 
fice. 

Begin also said that peace 
talks may be resumed at toe 
mMustcrial level after the visit 
ol ILS. Middle East envoy Al- 
fred Aiherton, who is due here 
Tuesday. 

“The visit i&n’i derisive, but 
we hope to get a few dungs 
out of the way," one informed 
source in Jerusalem said. 

He said Atherton’s mission 
will probably dear up diffe- 
rences regarding the Egyptian 
demand to review security ar- 
rangements in toe Sinai Penin- 
sula after the treaty is signed, 
•but he did nor think there 
would be a solution to the ma- 
jor obstacle blocking an ag- 
reement — the question of lin- 
king the Israeli -Egypt treaty 
with toe Palestinian issue. 

After talks in Israel, Ather- 
ton will go to Cairo on the 
weekend for meetings with 
President Anwar Sadat. 

Meanwhile, there were re- 
ports of a split in toe Israeli 
cabinet on how 10 proceed with 
negotiations. The Israeli press 
said Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Defense Minister 
Ezer Weizraaa advocated a 
show of flexibility by Israel, 
while Begin and other hard- 
liners believed Israel should 
not change its position.

Inflation, manpower 
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Nazer sees Bonn, Bahrain ministers

DAM-MAM, Jan. 15 — The 
USS Bfendy, a 4,000-ton des- 
troyer of the U.S. Navy Mid- 
dle East Force docked at 
Dammam Port Monday morn- 
ing on a goodwill visit until 
Jan. 17. 

Adm. S.H. Packer, comman- 
der of the force, was present 
on board the Btandy with the 
ship's captain. Commander TJ. 
Betzel, Adm. Packer described 
the arrival of the Blandy as a 
“routine operational execise." 

The Blandy is of a ship class 
called “the workhorse of the 
U.S. Navy”. It is equipped for 
shore bombardment and car- 
ries anti-submarine devices. 
The ship is one of three mak- 
ing up rbe Middle East Force 
and carries a crew of 300 
with 19 officers. 

Kreps due here 
for trade talks 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 
(R) — U.S. Commerce Secre- 
tary Juanita Kreps will visit 
Saudi Arabia from Jan. 25 to 
29 for talks on trade, the de- 
partment said Monday. 

Further details will be an- 
nounced later. 

Hie United States exported 
$42 billion worth of goods to 
Saudi Arabia in 1978 against 
imports, chiefly oil, of S5.08 
brilion.

Tuesday, at 2.30 pm, a 
soccer match pitting a Saudi 
navy team against a Blandy 
side is scheduled aL the Naval 
Base Training Center in 
Dammam. The match wiH be 
open to the public.

America’s second-largest city 
dug out from its second-worst 
blizzard in history Monday. 
An army of workers reopened 
one runway at O'Hare. Inter- 
national Airport, tile world's, 
busiest, after snow forced a 
weekend shutdown. 

But the forecast was for 
possibly more snow by mid- 
week. 

Helicopters took the sick 


and injured to Chicago-area 
hospitals Monday because am- 
bulances could not get 
through the 30 inches of snow, 
20.9 inches of it from the week- 
end storm that hit the Windy 
Oity. At least 29 people died — 
seven in Chicago alone. 

O’Hare was closed to all 
flights from midday Saturday 
until early Monday morning, 
when the runway reopened. 
United Airlines said its service 


to and from Chicago would be 
reduced during much of the 
day. 

Elsewhere in America’s 
Midwest the .snow combined 
with sub-freezing temperatures 
to cause traffic accidents, 
break weather records, strand 
travelers and leave thousands 
without electricity.

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PALESTINIAN UNITY 


Records of post Palestinian National Council meetings 
underline the complete absence of the elements of surprise. 
Because so many factions are involved, secrets are poorly kept 
and final agreement is often made in such general terms that 
hardly cause a stir. This time, too, the items on the agenda 
are known and the overall position with regards to each of 
them is also known. If there is to be a dark, horse, it may be 
(he much-publicized government in-exile which is known to 
be an item for discussion though approval appears very un- 
likely. . 

Friends of the resistance movement, while not expecting 
miracles, still hope for a flexible position, that wilt keep all 
the options open if not improve the chances of PLO partici- 
pation in the international efforts to settle the Middle East 
problem. A more positive approach than simply rejecting the 
Camp David agreements would be to propose an alternate plan 
to achieve Palestinian rights with the support of the other. 
Arab states and the world community. Observers believe that 
the various Palestinian organizations may this time follow the 
example of the Arab states which held a summit conference 
in Baghdad last month. This example means that the Pales- 
tinians would work, out a strategy of minimum demands which 
would enjoy the support of one and all. Such a strategy is 
more likely today than at any previous National Council ses- 
sion because more Arab states are ready to support the Pa- 
lestinians in furthering policies that do not contradict with the 
general Arab interest. 

The main draft before the session is one calling for unity 
of the various groups but it is written in such general terms 
that no one would object. Still, a minimum of wjity is better 
than none and the Palestinians could then approach the Arab 
states with a united front for seeking their support. 

Such a front would be based on the following: 

— Measures to combat plans for self-rule in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip for fear that the American-supported 
plans would fall short of the Palestinian demand for a home- 
land, 

— A program for closer cooperation with Jordan — a 

move directly linked to the Egypt-lsraeli peace talks and 
the PLO’s determination to encourage Jordan to stay out. 

— Steps to join the National Action Charter between Iraq 
and Syria in the expectation that united Syria aad Iraq 
would become a force to reckon with in the Middle East, 
and 

—Agreement to join a direct or indirect dialogue with 
Washington on condition that no concessions are made io 
advance, but that a more moderate position would be adopted 
if and when a Palestinian state is created. 

The last point should be the most controversial at the 
session The Carter administration has already opened an 
indirect line to the Palestinians but it jemains publicly com- 
mitted to no contacts with the PLO until it recognizes Israel's 
right to exist. The PLO will only accept that after a Palestinian 
state is approved but not before and mediators continue to 
seek a way out. A govemmenHn-exile would have been a 
solution but there remains a strong group opposing it among 
the Palestinians and the Arab states. 


Bomb scare

WASHINGTON — 

The CIA and the FBI -have 
ordered a U.S. government 
agency not to release a new 
report on the fate of the miss- 
ing bomb-grade uranium believ- 
ed to have been diverted to Is- 
rael in the 1960s. 

The report by the General 
Accounting Office (GAO; — 
completed late last month — 
will remain classified despite 
the fact ihat GAO investigators 
were denied access to the highly 
sensitive FBI and CIA files on 
the case. 

The reason why the report 
must remain secret is itself clas- 
sified, a CiA spokesman told 
reporters here. 

For more than a decade, var- 
ious government agencies and 
congressional committees have 
been trying to discover what 

happened to 206 pounds of 
highly enriched uranium that 
disappeared from an Apollo, 
-Pennsylvania, nuclear fuel com- 
pany sometime during the 
1960s. 

The probes have been Mock- 
ed repeatedly by U.S. intelli- 
gence agencies, which have re- 
fused to share information in 
their riles with investigators.

A peasant and his family are

the rain-gray horizon beyond 
because the house is now a 
skeleton of splintered poles and 
a stairway to nowhere.

The Vietnamese takeover of 
the weary country, accomplish- 
ed in a three -week offensive, 
may have ended the downward 


spiral and knelled the end not 
of the pain, but of Cambodia 
as a national entity. 

It is an old, old cliche about 
the little man always getting the. 
worst deal. But the Cambodian 
peasant who makes up most 
of (be population and who 
wants nothing more than to see 
his rice and children grow has 
ceaselessly proved it. 

. He and she are the ones who 
died hauling the huge stones of 
Angkor Wat for the greater 
glory of 1 2th century Idols and 
their mjstic universe. And it is 
they who were herded into com- 
munes over the last four years 
to build “a new glorious Cam- 
bodia" to the blueprint of a 
Marxist dream gone mad with 
blood-letting. 

From King Jayavannan II to 
Premier Pol Pot, all have pro- 
f eased to love the man in the 
fields and all have trampled 
him underfoot, or worse. 

Yes, fcbere was a time, a very 
brief moment in a 1,000- year 
history when the newsman’s 
epithet for Cambodia was “an 
oasis of peace in tbe Indochina 
war” and when visitors roman- 
ticized about Cambodians as the 
most gentle, smiling people 
anywhere. 

There were foreigners who 
vowed never to leave after be- 
ing seduced by a sun-drenched, 
languid life or by Phnom Penh, 
a capital of Buddhist temples, 
elegant villas and broad boul- 
evards, a Paris with palm. 

That was the time between 
Cambodia's independence from 
France in 19S3 and tbe out-' 
break of the war 17 years later.. 

The U.S.- backed government 
leaders that toppled Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk is. 1970 
took on the Communist Khmer 
Rouge and their No rth Vic t- 
namese allies. The United- 


States, fighting in neighboring 
Vietnam, staged one invasion 
into Cambodia and dropped 
nearly 400,000 tons of bombs 
on the country. In the most 
intense aerial blitz in history — 
between Jan. 27 and Aug. 15, 
1975 — American fighters and 
bombers unloaded 240,000 tons, 
racing the clock to do as mi# 
damage as possible before a 
U.S. court-ordered bombing 
halt went Into effect. . . 

The . war pa tbe ground was 
more savage than that in Viet- 
nam, revealing what sophisti- 
cated observers had known for 
a long time — the easy-going, 
smiling Cambodians could be 
pushed to explosions of savag- 
ery and cruelty. 

The war dead by various 
estimates numbered 600,000 to 
800,000 — about one person in 
every 10 in the country. The 
disabled ran into hundreds of 
thousands and toe country’s in- 
frastructure was in ruins. 

The communist forces won, 
but toe white flags in Phnom 
Penh on April 17, 1975, were 
waving from relief that peace 
bad finally come. That illusion 
lasted about six hours. 

Nothing has yet surfaced to 
disprove stories by refugees 
and others about the 45 months 
of terror that followed. Cam- 
bodia had again become a kill- 
ing ground, but this time it was 
toe leadership turning on its 
own people. 

Within hours of . Phnom 
Penh’s "liberation," its more 
than two million inhabitants 
were forced into the countryside 
at gunpoint. 

Many in 'toe world — even 
former sympathizers — have 
charged that hundreds' of thou- 
sands if not many more were 
killed or died of disease and, 
initially, hunger. — (AP)

HERMAN: Secretary ScUe- 
singer, wiH the continuing loss, 
of oil imported formerly from 
Iran force toe United States and 
your Department of Energy to 
do anything in the way of al- 
locations, rationing, or. price 
changes? 

SCHLESINGER: It could ’ 
weH do that; depends on how 
long the cut-off lasts. For the 
next two or three months, we 
are in reasonably good shape, 
but if the cut-off continues, we 
must recognize that we are 
drawing down inventories two 
. mflli on barrels a day more 
than normal, and we will have 
• to take actions to begin to re* 
build our inventories for next 
winter. That impli es all of the 
things are possibilities. 

HERMAN: Secretary Sch- 
lesinger, you say that if the 
Iranian ofl. deficit continues for 
some time, we’re going to have 
to take various steps. Could 
you give me some kind of an 
idea of the time scale — for 
example, are you going to have 
to start taking some steps tins 
coming week, or next week, or 
are we talking about month? 
away, or what? 

SCHLESINGER: Depends In 
part on the response of toe 
American people. We have 
•called for voluntary savings; 
adherence to the 55 mile per 
hour speed Jhxtit; setting ther- 
mostats at 65 degrees; cutting 
out unnecessary driving. If we 
were to take those steps, tbe 
UA shortfall itself woikd be 
offset. But we are losing five' 
and a half mini on barrels a 
day from world oil supplies. ' 
To make up for that we’re 
drawing down stocks, world- 
wide, by something on the or- 
der of two milli on barrels a. day 
in excess of normal. We are 
borrowing against toe future, if 
this shutoff were” to go for 
three months, let ns say, we 
would have to begin steps to 
constrain demand here in toe 
United States. 

SIDER: Mr. Secretary, yon’ve 
been calling on toe American 
people to conserve now for two 
years, ever since you’ve been 
on this job, aad it must seem 
like you're pushing on a string 
sometimes. Do you have any 
faith that toe American people 
will finally get the message? 

SCHLESINGER: I think that 
we have circumstances some- 
what different from those that 
have existed before. Quite ob- 
viously,- democracies do not 
like to hear bad news, and in 
tbe past, we have had a, crisis 
of potential crisis without a 
visible shortage. What we have 
now is a very' clear signal from 
abroad, an event that has the 
potential for being cataclysmic 
in political terms, but certainly 
affects our oil supply. I think 
that this may be more effective 
in getting toe attention of the 
American people. 

SCHAKNE: Mr. Secretary, 

why — how do you go about 
getting people to believe the 
possibility of shortage — I 
think, in the last report that you . 
have far the last week, where 
there were reports, it said that

SCHLESINGER: No, we

■last weeks, compared to prior 
•weeks, but overall, we are 
down somewhat- Unless we 
change our habits, imports will 
continue to increase, however. 


SCHAKNE: But if there’s a 
reduction in tbe Iranian oil 
supplies, why are our imports 
stfll up? Where is the shortage 
you talk about? 


SCHLESINGER: The flow 

of oil from abroad is based 
upon longer term contracts 
a pattern of a particular week 
is not particularly significant, 

because it just may be that in 
that particular week more tan- 
kers arrived in the United 
States, fewer in Europe. Gen- 
erally speaking, we are down 
substantially in toe availability 
of oil few this time of the year 
in the consuming nations, some- 
thing over two million barrels 
of oil a day. 


SIDER: You’ve met in re- 
cent weeks with the Secretary 
of State and the Secretary of 
Defense . and Mr. Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, talking about Iran, 
and what this country could do 
about it and what the situation 
was. Is there any policy that 
the administration has now to 
deal with our interests in Iran, 
and is there anything that toe 
administration can do, in that 
situation? 


SCHLESINGER: I think that 
the situation has gone suffici- 
ently far, at this point; that it 
is not easy to see steps that 
could reverse the present trend 
of events. The Shah has de- 
signated a new prime minister, 
he’s indicated that he's prepared' 
to leave toe country on a va- 
cation. I toink to a large ex- 
tent events within tbe country 
wiU . have to work themselves 
out Perhaps as significant as 
the events $a Iran themselves 
wiH be the implications . for 
neighboring countries, Saudi 
Arabia in particular; the other 
Gulf states; Iraq. They are 
watching a loosening of Western 
influence in the area, a rise of 
Soviet influence. And unless we 
ere prepared to take stops to 
shore up those other countries, 
we will be in serious trouble. 


HERMAN: What kind of 
steps? 

SCHLESINGER: That re- 
mains to be seen, but I think 
that these must be dear and un- 
equivocabte evidence to other 
nations in the Gulf area of. the 
firmness and steadfastness of 
American support, American 
presence. 


SIDER: How do you read 
Soviet intentions with Iran? 


SCHLESINGER: The So- 
viets have taken advantage of 
an opportunity that has come 
along — Fm not sure whether 
or not they played a role in 
stimulating the development of 
the situation- in Iran, bat un- 
questionably it provides an op- 
portunity for them to exploit 
imrest arid the effect, the over- 
all effect, of toe events in Iran, 
has been to weaken the position

SCHAKNE: What ^ 
threats.

* the round," with evidence drawn from as many different 
s roes as possible. The emergence of Bangladesh after the

' ose discussion still generates more heat than light in the 
s continent, and it may be some time before all the facts 
cne out objectively. 

Mare recently, the coup of 1978, in which Prime Minister. 
I mo was replaced by yet another military regime, overtakes 
n -h oC what this book is attempting to explain about the 
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political evolution of Pakistan. 

The contemporary turmoil in Afghanistan, Iran and Tur- 
key seems to suggest that. a crisis of cultural identity pervades 
the Whole of West Asia and that this is bringing into conflict 
traditional and progressive forces. 

As an important part of the subcontinent, however, the 
history of what is now Pakistan i$ ancient, rich and wonder- 
fully interesting. The book deals with this historical evolution 
in a most fascinating way. Many of the great movements, the 
wars, die minglag of peoples, the establishment of religious 
and cultures took place in the North West and the Punjab. 

It is the non-controversi^, historical pans of this book 
which are particularly well done. Readers will especially 
enjoy the descriptions of the Indus Valley emtization and the 
gloriously creative Mogul period.

evolutions of Pakistan, however, seem to have been described 
by official spokesmen in accordance with the views of ihe then 
Bhutto government.

JEDDAH— Horst Dequin, .a 
German specialist in regional 
planning and agricultural eco- 
nomy, has spent long periods 
in the Kingdom and Yemen 
since 1955. He is the author 
of “The Challenge of Saudi 
Arabia,” a book that greatly 
admires the ambitions of the 
late King Abdul Aziz hut 
which suffers from Dequin’s 
attempts to capture in English 
what he knows best in Ger- 
man. 

“Arabische Regublik Ye- 
men,” which is written in 
German, frees Dequin of his 
English, troubles. Where ‘‘Chal- 
lenge" seems suited through 
language barriers, readers of 
German will find “Arabiscbe 
Repub] ik” far more comforta- 
ble,. if still academic. 

Horst Dequin is a graduate 
of Berlin Technical University. 
He is a specialist in regional 
planning and agricultural eco- 
nomy. During the Yemen civil 


war. Dequin worked as gov- 
‘ eminent advisor and project 
leader of the German agricul- 
tural aid program. He conti- 
nued his visits and research 
work in Yemen after the peace 
settlement of 1970. 

“Arabische Republik Ye- 
men” deals with the economic 
and agricultural development 
of Yemen until 1976. 

The study js in three main 
parts: first, the present econo- 
mic situation of Yemen, then 
its agriculture, and finally de- 
velopment policies. 

The preface gives a short 
summary of the history of Ye- 
men starting with the Sabaean 
and Minaean periods then, sta- 
tistical data of the present si- 
tuation; and finally an expla- 
nation of the methods of re- 
search applied. The 62 pages 
of tbe appendix consist of 
more than SO tables which 
seem to furnish every con- 
ceivable fact: for instance, 

table XII. “Annual Balance 
sheets of the Central Bank,” or 
XXIV, “Slaughtered Animals ' 
According to Districts.” 

Thirty-six tables are inters- 
persed within the chapters as 
well as 1 7 maps illustrating the 
ten. These tables, together 


with the clear structure of 
chapters and subchapters, en- 
able even readers with an im- 
perfect knowledge of German 
to obtain a good deal of infor- 
mation. It should be remarked 
—though not stressed— that 
the style of the language is not 
easy but rather scholarly and 
dry. 

A great deal of very inter- 
esting information is often gi- 
ven at the beginning of the 
subchapters. For example in 
[2 on infrastructure, the au- 
thor mentions ancient road 
and sea routes, and because 
geographical factors still play 
an important role, the men- 
tion of former conditions is 
both illustrati ve and fu Hy just 
tified. 

Another useful chapter of 
more general character is 1.6, 
“Government and Administra- 
tion,” whose structure is des- 
cribed concisely. Thus a clear 
framework of underlying his- 
torical facts.is followed by de- 
tailed descriptions or in other 
chapters, follows the special 
data. 

The study as a whole is a 
well balanced presentation of 
the North Yemeni economy. 


ll is scholarly, factual. and 
with an appropriate historical 
background.

Rejuvenating Classic German ballet

HAMBURG, West Ger- 
many — Only a few . years 
away from boyhood tap danc- 
ing lessons in Milwaukee, 
John Neumeier has made 
Hamburg’s state opera, ballet 
into one of the most excitmg 
in the wadd. 

Many critics call 36-year 
. old Neumeier the great rejn- 
venator of Classic ballet. The 
most enthus iastic rank him 
second only to George Balan- 
chine. 

The dhnax of his work so 
•Car was his December staging 
of “West Side Story,” which 
one critic said paved toe mu- • 
steal's way to toe metropoli- 
tan opera. 

"fm glad be said that,' 
Neumeier said. *T really hope 
I did.” 

Neumeier sees an “incetuk- 
ble” and “startling” boom in 
ballet in America, but feeb the 
•financial situation. there sets 
limits he cannot accept. 

“Working there is very dififi- 
crit for me because my ballets 
are based mi a complete con- 


cept — . costumes, lighting, a 
particular motif of moving,'* 
Neumeier said. 

“The part of my work that 
I find very important is to 
make dance as human as pos- 
sible. For a Jong time, dancing 
bas been such an over-aerthe- 
tidzed form that people lose 
their own connection with it" 

■During the important Clas- 
sical period of ballet in Rus- 
sia and toe. Romantic period 
in Paris, dancing was consi- 
dered as “sort of superimman.*’ 

That is why Neumeier con- 
siders bis “werkrtatt” (work- 
shop) performances, a series of 
which have been shown on 
German television, so impor- 
tant 

“The idea of the werkstati 
is no* so much to explain the 
steps as to explain how you 
might watch ballet ” he said. 

It is sot important to under- 
stand tbe steps but^to under- 
stand toe emotional and hu- 
man response. This search for 
a human response led him to 
Classic bake*. 


“If something is called 
Classic, I feel it has meaning 
for all time. But because 
‘Swan. Lake' is 100 years old, 
we have a different way of 
looking at the theme today. I 
try to project a closeness to 
our own situation.” 

Neumeier came to Birope 
in 1962 to study and because 
there seemed no future then in 
American ballet. In Stuttgart 
he worked witb the late John 
Crank o. Later be moved to 
Frankfurt and. in 1973, start- 
ed in Hamburg wi*h “the ab- 
solute worst publicity anytoody 
could have.” 

This resulted from his de- 
cision to bring his own dan- 
cers from Frankfurt, dropping 
tbe options of 16 dancers at 
the Hamburg opera. 

But a year later, when he 
opened his first wexkrtatt, all 
was forgiven. Since then, his 
ballets are always sold out. 
His ballet festival each sum- 
mer attracts fans from far 
outside Germany. — (UPI) 


“Yemen: Tbe Politics of the

SANAA— This is ’the first 
complete, single- volume history 
of Yemen published in Eng- 
land s*nce 1859. when Captain 
Playfair produced his “Histo- 
ry of Arabia Felix or Yemen." 

The study of Yemeni histo- 
ry is still in its infant stages 
and Dr. Stookey must be cong- 
ratulated on the results of this 
ambitious project. 

The author was the Bri- 
tish Charge d'Affaires in 
Yemen from July. 1961 
to March, 1963. He 
is thus in a fortunate position 
to give a first hand account of 
thfc September, 1962 revolution 
and the early days of toe Re- 
public. In 1973 he had tbe op- 
portunity to return to the 
country on a Fulbright-Hays 
Senior Research grant. This 
gave him an opportunity to 
study the complexities of the 
lryani government and to un- 
derstand the various factions 
operating there. 

Stookey begins with the 
known history of the ancient 
South Arabian kioedoms and 
traces that region's long cul- 


tural continuity from those 
times to the present day. He 
demonstrates this continuity 
in many ways, not the least ot 
which is i he unbroken lineage 
of present tribal names like 
Hashid. Bakii and Hamdan- 

The history ot medieval Ye- 
men is highly complex, with 
many dynasties appearing 
briefly, to be quickly eclipsed 
by others. Stookey clarifies 
these events succinctly. He 
shows the interaction of world 
affairs; the extern to which 
Yemen became linked to the 
Islamic dynasties— the Um- 
mayyad6, Abbas ids. Fuiimids, 
Ayyubids, Mamiuks and the

Sued 
espionage exotics might have a 
place in spy novels and Holly- 
wood’s imagination, 'but in the 
real world, says Purvis, corpo- 
rate secrets are more often 
given away than stolen. 

Most of the time, company 
leaks trickle from unsuspect- 
ing sources: casual sales talk 
at a convention, a published 

journal article or the proud 
boasting by a spouse of a hus- 
band’s or wife’s latest accom- 
pKdhment. Workers who talk 
too much, who change jobs or 
who gel pirated by another 
company — these are the 
everyday worries of corporate 
security directors. 

“Industrial espionage is as 
overrated topic of conversa- 
tion,” Purvis said. “It’s rather 
mundane, reatty." 

Jjt ah sounds hke pretty lame 
stuff. So wfljy all the guards, 
the internal TV monitors, the 
secured doors, combination 
locks and sealed looms along 
ifae biotechnology corridors 
at Texas Instruments or wher- 
ever dee in corporate America 
there is inventive, competitive 
work under way? Because eve- 
ry now and then, a real *py 
shorn up and Mows everyones 
cook 

Court records are full of ins- 
tances which suggest that nefa- 
rious forces frequently poke 
around the business world. 
Tales abound of spies in the 
sky, ■ bugs in the boardroom, 
secret agents in the trash and 
bidden cameras everywhere. 
This snooping is carried out 
by. both amateurs and profes- 
sionals for enticing fees. It is 
motivated by the hope of fin- 
ding a riurtcut to tee end of 
ten. other guy’s rainbow. 

•Corporate espionage has al- 
ways been a more thriving bu- 
siness than companies rare to 
acknowledge. And today it is 
a & widespread sophisticated and 
ltfiararive as ever. 


“It’s a very active field,” 
said Thdo% Waite, a top 

oohsoftam on security matters 
wbo lists as clients a number 
of fctaercbip corporations. 

“And the level of awamess 
ffrsx such activity goes on is 
cinrentiy up.” 

Accurate figures on losses 
to U-& industry caused by es- 
pionage are, of course, hard 
to corae by. It’s a subject few 
businesses care lo laMc about- 
The U.S. Commerce Depart - 
mcart, pursuing an ambitious 
study on business crime, has 
been unsuccessful at compiling 
spy data. “It’s become more of 
an important discussion item 
wist us in recent months,” said 
Sharon Roach, a government 

researcher. “But we have an 
information gap." 

Even the American Society 
for Industrial Security in Wa- 
shington, which holds seminars 
mi all sorts of security issue 
from trmgsag barb wire to fen- 
ding off the Mafia, has never 
devoted a session to industrial 
spying. “Our members don’t 
seen to want to discuss it,” 
said E. J. Qriscuoli Jr., the so- 
ciety's executive director. “I 
imagine it’s too sensitive a sub- 
ject” 

But there is no question that 
(be damage done by a secret 
exposed can be considerable. 
In one case several years ago, 
•Monsanto valued a simple set 
of stolen financial plans at 51 
million. In another celebrated 
case, IBM estimated it lost 
SI 60 million in sales as a result 
of designs for a new piece of 
computer equipment that end- 
ed up in tee bands of compe- 
titors before the equipment 
even appeared on the market. 

The costs and chances of es- 
pionage have oidy been compo- 
unded by the multiplication of 
items worth stealing, from pri- 
cing plans and strategy papers 
to reseaitifr and development 
schemes. A ouiriber of other 
developments have -been cons- 
piring to keep spying on rise. 
Among them: 

— The hectic scramble for 
profits, making some manage- 
ments more willing to stoop to 
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unsavory methods. 

— A high degree erf executive 
mobility, causing a correspon- 
ding decline in loyalty to u gi- 
ven corporation. 

— The mounting value of 
products and processes deve- 
loped in Util. research labs, gi- 
ving the corporate spy more 
valuable things to steal. 

— The reluctance of compa- 
nies to patent certain secrets, 
given the weakened state of the 
U-St patent system. 

— The Widespread tendency 
for otherwise alert companies 
to put ail tbeir corporate sec- 
rets into a computer — and 
then fail to guard teat compu- 
ter carefully enough. 

Also, industrial espionage 
bos taken on an international 
dharader lately, reflecting the 
more competitive nature of 
woiid markets.

Abu Dhabi 
denies boost 
in oil output 

ABU DHABI, Jan. IS 
(UP1) — An official spokes- 
man at the Abu Dhabi Petro- 
leum Department Monday de- 
nied reports that the emirate 
has increased its off output to 
compensate for the oft short- 
age facing the world's market 
due to the Stoppage of Iranian 
oil, the daily “AJ-Wibda” 
said. 

The newspaper quoted ito- 
sources as saying that the Abu 
Dhabi oil production has been 
at its “normal level’ 1 since 
last year. 


WINDSOR. England, Jan. 
15 (£) — The eradication of 
absolute poverty among tfce 
papulations of the developing 
world is a first priority of the 
next 10 years of development,' 
World Bank Vice President 
'Wffijam Clark has said. 

Addressing a world seminar 
of development journalists, 
Clark said Sunday night, “The 
bank now realizes that the 
most urgent action must be in ' 
rural areas so that people can 
produce food. Bift eradicating 
absolute poverty is the high 
priority” 

. “It is better to tackle water 
supplies and eliminate grinding 
poverty than to try to increase 
anfy aat income to 1.500 to 
2,000 dollars a year through- 
out a country’s population. It’s 
true that wfch that level of 
income grinding poverty would 
disappear „ but it would take 
wdH beyond the year 2000,” 
he said. 

He told participants at the 
s eminar organized by the 
World Bank and the indepen- 
dent British Overseas Develop- 
ment Institute, that the deve- 
loping countries were now ask- 
ing if there be more transfer 
of resources from rich states 
to the poor and how much 
part they would have in the 
decision-making process." 

“After the OPEC price in- 
crease, members of the Third 
World have seen how to get 
money out of the rich by right 
and not charity, 1 ’ he said. “This 
has meant a renewed militancy 
by Third World countries who 
want to see a new international 
economic order. 

“Peihaps when the United 
Naftioos Conference on Trade 
and Development (UNCTAD) 
meets in May they may get 
some real changes. But ft will 
need the agreement and accep- 
tance by the rich countries tint 
they should afiow access for 


cheap manufactured goods 
from the developing world. An 
increase in the flow of re- 
sources, finances and trade will 
fadp middle income develop- 
ing countries to benefit from 
<he improving world economic 
position and not just aid,” he 

“T Ins will be to the mutual 


benefit of both the producer 
and 4e consumer” be said. 
But Clark added that for the 
really poor countries like Ban- 
gladesh or stales in the Sahel 
region there would be a need 
for very low interest loans over 
die next twenty years which 
would gradually bring them 
into the world economy. 


Israelis said drilling 
oil well in Suez Gulf 


TEL AVIV, Jan. 15 (AP) — 
Israel Monday began drilling 
a new off weH at the Alma oil 
field, in the occupied GuM of 
Suez, informed sources repor- 
ted. 

It was the eighth well at tbe 
cel field which is scheduled to 
be returned, to Egypt nine 
mouths after a peace treaty is 
signed. 

The announcement came se- 
veral days after Iran’fc new pi- 
vfiian premier said he would 
cot off Iranian oil exports to 
Israel. 

Energy statistics are classi- 


fied in Israel, but foreign re- 
ports say Iran has supplied 60 
per cent of Israel's petroleum 
needs — about 90,000 barrels 
a day. 

The Alma oil field currently 
produces about 20,000 barrels 
a day, and has a capacity of 
about 26,000 barrels. ■ 

Tbe conditions for returning 
the oil field have been a point 
of contention between Israel 
and Egypt. Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan has said that the 
Iranian situation made tbe 
field “even more essential” to 
Israel than it bad been before. 


Greece reports lowest 
inflation rate in years 


ATHENS, Jan. 15 (AP) — 
Greece’s inflation rate for 1978 
totaled 11.5 per cent, die lo- 
west figure in recent yeans, the 
government announced Mon- 
day. 

The announcement said in- 
flation was 12.8 per cent in 
1977 and 1976, 15-7 per cent 
in 1979, and 13.5 per cent in 
1974, while in 1973 ft toughed 
a record of 60.6 per cent. 

At added the drop this year 
was a “success” in the govern- 
ment’s anti-inflation drive pen- 
ding entry as the tenth mem- 


ber of the European Economic 
Community. 

The announcement said a 
further success was to keep 
unemployment levels to 1.9 
per cent of the registered labor 
force, which, is described as 
“one of the lowest rates in the 
world.” 

It said the Greek, economy 
grew by £ per cent in 1978 
over the previous year, adding 
that this figure was twice the 
average for members of the 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD).

New Cambodian 


regime launches 
diplomatic drive 






BANGKOK., jan. IS (Agen- 
cies) — The new pro-Vietna- 
mese administration in Cam- 
bodia Monday stepped up a 
diplomatic offensive against die 
government of ousted Prime 
Minister Pol Poi as hs miH- 
tary attack came within ear- 
shot of the Thai border. 

Tire Hanoi-bucked Cambo- 
dian People's Revolutionary 
Council of Heng Samrin sent 
a letter to the chairman of the 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil saying any meeting on the 
Cambodian problem held with- 
out its voice would be a vio- 
lation of the country's sove- 
reignty. 

Hanoi's radio and news 
agency also issued a statement 
' by the new Phnom Penh adm- 
inistration’s foreign ministry 
saying the Security Council's 
debate on charges of Vietna- 
mese aggression in Cambodia 
would damage the U.N. body's 
prestige. 

M the U.N. a nonaligned 
resolution calling for the with- 
drawal of “all foreign forces” 
from Cambodia was submitted 
to the Security Council Mon- 
day in its debate on a Cam- 
bodian complaint of Vietna- 
mese aggression. 

The resolution, which did 
not name any country as hav- 


ing "foreign forces” in Cam- 
bodia, was expected to get a 
larger vote than a pending 
Chinese resolution that “strong- 
ly condemns" Vietnam for ag- 
gression against Cambodia and 
calls tor its withdrawal.

Iraq to supply Syria 


with oil, minister says 


BAGHDAD, Jan. 15 (Re- 
planning Minister Adrian Hus- 
sein, a member of the Revolu- 
tionary Council, was quoted 
as saying Iraq would start 
pumping oil to Syria before the 
end of this month. 


The Iraq News Agency quot- 
ed him as saying in an inter- 
view with "Ai-Thawra" news- 
paper, mouthpiece of the ruling 
BaaCh Party, that an agreement 
had been reached to supply 
Syria with increasing quantities 
of oil for internal consump- 
tion. 


The minister was also quot- 
ed as saying that an agreement 
had been reached on transport 
revenues in Syria which will 


provide profits for both coun- 
tries. 

The agency did not give de- 
tails about quantities of oil, or 
transport revenues. 

Sunday, Arab diplomatic 
sources reported Syria and 
Iraq axe planning to merge in- 
to a single state under one lea- 
der. Together the two coun- 
tries have 415,000 troops. 

One source said, “Unity 
would be total, with one peo- 
ple under one flag directed 
from one capital”. 

Iraq and Syria last October 
ended 10 years of hostility by 
signing a charter for political 
cooperation. 

The unification agreement is 
expected to be signed Jan. 25. 


CENTENARY, Rhodesia. 
Jan. 15 (UP1) — Prime Minister 
Ian Sm.'th Monday visited the 
community where tile war 
started six years ago and told 
pistol-packing fanners that he 
has contingency plans to

(AP) — President Carter an- 
nounced Monday he is nomi- 
nating Leonard Woodcock, 
former president of the Uni- 
ted Auto- Workers' Union, to 
be the first American am- 
bassador to the People's Re- 
public of China. 

Woodcock has served as 
head of the United States Liai- 
son Office in Peking since 
June 1977. He played an im- 
portant role in negotiating the 
agreement that led to Ameri- 
can diplomatic recognition of 
China, so the appointment was 
not unexpected. 

Woodcock, 67^ will be ac- 
companying Chinese Vice- 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
when Teng visits the United 
States. 

The White House said Sun- 
day Teng will visit Atlanta, 
Houston and Seattle in addi- 
tion to Washington, DC , 
during his trip to the United 
States. 

The vice premier wifi arrive 
in Washington Jan. 28. His 
formal state visit will run from 
Jan. 29-31, The White House 
released Teng's schedule dur- 
ing President Garter's visit to 
Atlanta in connection with
